First. Important Part,of Government 
Improvements at Banff Completed 
To tourists’ to the coast who will 

use the Canadian Pacific Railway, 

either going or coming, this summer, 
the attractions offered by the railway 
will be greatly supplemented by the 
work arpady done by the Dominion 
government in the development of.the 
Banff National Park, While the gen- 
eral scheme of Thomas H. Mawson, 
the well known .authority on town 
planning and landscape improvement, 
wil be far from conipletion this year, 
the new concrete swimming pool and 
bath house originally planned by the 
government and incorporated into the 
scheme, has just been completed. The 
pool occupies a_ site on the side of 
the Sulphur mountain, where there is 

a@ ‘arge spring of sulphur water rising 

out of tue mountain side. The pool 

and bath house lie paralle: to the 
mountain side, one, énd abutting the 
well known basin, the other covering 

a tunnel entrance to the cave. The 

structure of reinforced concrete is 

built upon a bench excavated in the 
mountain sido, 4,575 feet above sea 
level, and about 200 feet above the 


bottom of the Bow river valley of 


which it affords an excellent view. 
The poo} itself is 150 feet long and 
86 feet wide, with a depth varying 
from 3 feet to 8 feet. The sides:are 
formed by light reinforced concrete 
walls, lined with white. enamelled 
brick, and finished at the top with a 
tera cotta scum trough and han] rail. 
The bottom ig a reinforced concrete 
pavement on an asphalt base. ‘The 
bath house has a length of 137 feet, is 
27 feet wide, and 40 fegt high. Tho 
roof will be used as a promenade, and 
will also provide daylight for the 
dressing rooms, as it consists of 4,000

Fire from Calais to Dover 


Weapon Sald to Have a Range of 25 to 

‘ 28 Miles 

A German military newspaper an- 
nounces that a new naval gun of 16- 
inch calibre, with a range of ‘wenty- 
miles, has :een created. 

Remarkable figures regarding a new 
German naval gun are given by a Ger- 
man artillery expert, writing in the 
Artilleristische Monats Hefts. 

In discussing an assertion by the 
London Times that the German navy 
possesses @ gun which carries three 
miles further than the best English 
weapon, the writer admits that the 
Krupps, are. manufacturing a gun 
whose projectile weighs 920 kilograms 
(about a ton) and which develops a 
muzzle velocity of 940 metres (about 
3,080 feet) a second. 

The experts reckon from these fig- 
ures that the gun has 58 per cent. 
more muzzle force than the British 
navy'’s best weapon, and has a range 
‘of about 42 kilometres (about 26 
miles), while the Channel at Dover is 
only 33 kilometres (about 20.5 miles) 
wide. He says it will permit the Ger- 
mans eventually to command the 
English coast from Calais for a dis- 
tance of nine kilometres (about 5.6 
miles inland) with the new gun. .

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The Feeding of 


British Troops 


Plentiful Mixed Ration Has Been 

Worked Out on Scientific Basis 

A curious’ complaint about soldiers’ 
food in the field has just been receiv- 
ed. An officer writes home to iament 

‘the numiber of pounds he has added to 
his weight in the trenches, saying he 
feeds almost too well without suffic- 
ient exercise. 

Napoleon, who said, “An: army 
eg on its stomach,” would be aston- 
ished at the enormous demands upon 
the endurance of the men in tRis War, 
for he, was never able to give his men 
the’ strengthening food well regulated 
armies receive nowadays. 

Attention is called, for instance, to 


the battle of Lule Burgas. The Turks | 


lost because they had been starving 
for four days. The Bulgarians had 
their stomach full. The Turks were 
willing, but could not fight, and on 
their retreat many Gied of sheer star- 
vation. The Belgians, and in many 
cases the Germans in Belgium, have 
been weakened by lack of food, al- 
though the German system in general 
is excellent. But the British soldiers 
has re¢eived his meals with great 
regularity. 

Here is a list showing what each 
British private receives every 24 
hours: 1% lb. of fresh meat oc 1 Ib. 
preserved meat; 1% Ib. bread; 4 oz. 
of bacon; 3 oz. of cheese; 4 oz. of 
jam; 3 oz. of sugar; % Ib. of fresh 
vegetables or 2 oz. dried vegetables; 
5% oz. of tea, coffee or cocoa; 2 oz. of 
tobacco or 560 cigarettes per week. 

This allowance is the result of care- 
ful study on the part of scientists. 
They havo found that 2,000 calories or 
energy making units are required to 
keep a man alive if he is lying in 
bed without mental or physical exer- 
cise. For a man marching 20 miles a 
day 4,500 calories a day are neces- 
sary. The. British soldier receives 
5,000 calories so he has 600 to spare. 

In former British wars there has 
been enormous corruption and chaos, 
and the soldiers have often gone hun- 
gery. Luckily, for two years before the 
war broke out the director of supplies 
and his staff had been studying every 
detail of a new method so that when 
the great call came the whole scheme 
yas complete and perfect both as re- 

ards supplies and transport. 

The contractor or middleman, the 
source of much corruption in the old 
days has been removed and the war 
office deals directly with manufac- 
turers. 

Acting in connection with the local 
government board, tens of thousands 
of health .officers all over the world 
inspect the factories and analyze the 
food to prevent adulteration, impurity 
or bad quality. : 

Another clever device ig the method 
of delivery. The manufacturer must 
send his.stores to the railways with- 
out knowing their destination. If this 
were not so he might be able to load 
inferior goods in ships for the con- 
tinent, knowing well that the boxes 
would be opened too far away for. in- 
spection or complaint. Under the new 
system these supplies must g to the 


' + government food depots at Liverpool 


or Leeds, where they come under the 
eyés of health officers and analysts. 

The army had large reserves of food 
when the war broke out, but in ten 
days these had been doubled. A stu- 
pendous plan was put i7to operation 
and it worked wonderfully. In France 
and Belgium one sees the army ser- 
vice corps and passes their convoys 
on the roads. Interminally, the motor 
trucks hurry from the bases to the 
fighting ilnes with Tommy’s daily 
meals, with fresh bread baked on the 
railways and often even with fresh 
fruit from the south. 


German Flour Supply

The Airship 


Brings Disorder| 


History of War Will Have Interesting 

Chapter in Exploits of Airmen 

When the history of this war comés 
to be written, it will probably be 
found that the deeds of the aviators

An action had been in progress from 
daybreak in the eastern theatre of 
war. The French artillepy had been 
playing havoc in the German lines, yet 
constantly, as the enemy, staggered 
under the effects of the French shell 
fire as persistently did they receive 
reinforcements and advance again to 
the attack. And so it came about that 
in the face of one of these fresh as- 
saults, more violently pushed home 
than its predecessors, the French 
troops, were ordered to retire slightly. 
Presently, to their horror, they ob- 
served one of their own aeroplanes 
soaring calmly, in the windless after- 
noon, at a dangerosuly low altitude, 
over the-enemy’s lines. ‘These fe:- 
lcws must be mad,” said the French 
soldiers to one another, as they set 
themselves to watch the fate of the 
aeroplane carrying the tricolor. 
They had not long to wait. High in 
the air rapidly rose three German 
aeroplanes, ready to encompass. the 
doom of the audacious aviators, who 
seemed to court disaster so lightly, 
while at the same time the kaiser’s 
troops, drawn on by the. feigned re- 
tirement of the French line, advanced 
boldly. The day was theirs, and they 
seemed to know it. Then, all of a 
sudden, the German aeroplanes began 
to manoeuvre swiftly above the 
French machine, the occupants of 
which semed to be quite unconscious 
of their danger. Each of the three 
craft in the upper air dropped a bomb 
in turn, and with a series of loud 
explosions down _came_ the French 
aeroplane like a log. 
\. But midway in its descent a strange 
thing happened. The car of the 
machine seemed to fall bodily out 
and tongues of angry fire was spitting 
out in all directions, carrying dismay 
into the German ranks below. 
Only then was the mystery of the 
foolhardy airmen explained. The car 
was full of explosive bombs, and the 
airmen were “dummies.” Taking ad- 
vantage -of the confusion in the 
enemy’s ranks, the Frencli pushed for- 
ward their attack, and that is how, on 
the morrow, the official communique 
contained the phrase, “On our right 
flank, some progress.” 


Canada Profits Greatly 


Financial Experts Place Total up to 
Date at $20) 000,090, 
Sir Edmund Osler, president of the 
Dominion Bank, states’ that the busi- 
ness situation in Canada at the pres- 
ent time is being assisted, instead of 
injured, by the circumstances arising 
out of the war. The prevalent depres- 
sion, he declared, had been relieved 
by the higher values which the war 
had placed upon the country's produce 
and by the employment induced by or- 
ders for war materials. 
Some idea of the extent to which 
the Dominion has benefitted. by the 
war may be gained from the conser- 
vative estimate of a prominent finan- 
cial expert of the Dominion, who 
Places the amount at $200,000,000. 
This, he declares, the Dominion would 
never have had had it not been for the 
war. 
It is estimated that the textile in- 
dustry alone. has benefitted to the ex- 
tent of. $8,000,000 for war orders, this 
including the orders. for Canadian 
uniforms, a million dollar o-‘er.-re- 
cently placed with Mark Workman, 
Montréal, by the war office, and 4 
further four million dollar order from 
the same source being let to firms all 
over Canada. 
The depression in the steel industry 
has been almost entirely dispelled by 
orders for. shrapnel ghell, armored 
motor cars, cartridge cases, ‘struc- 
tural steel for bridges, etc., and it is 
estimated that this industry has reap- 
ed tens of millions from such orders.

Live Stock 


Home Demand Not Supplied and 
Large Exports Deplete Breedin 
~. Cattle / : . 
The department. of' agriculture has 
been paying special attention to the 
conserving and increasing of Can- 
ada’s supplies of live stock, with a 
view both to meeting the demands 
for home consumption and to taking 
advantage of the splenaid opportuni: 
ties now offered for developing a large 
export trade. Prices both in Canada 
and abroad for practically all kinds of 
meats and. dairy produce are very 
high, and war conditions have acceat- 
uated the shortage of supply. On 
the other. hand, Canadiah farmers 
have not by any means kert pace 
with the increased demands from 
consumers at home, and the opening 
up of the United States market 
through the taking off of the duty 
against Canadian cattle ‘has been fol- 
lowed by the export of millions of 
dollars’ worth of prime cattle, leaving 
stocks now on hand at a.very low 
ebb.’ In Western Canada, especially, 
there has been a very, severe decrease 
in breeding stock. Canada hag be- 
come a large importer of beef, mut- 
ton and hog products, although con- 
ditions in the Dominion should make 
instead for the development of a large 
export business. 
, During the first ten months of last 
year Canada imported: 112,238 sheep 
and 4,015,152 pounds of mutton and 
lamb. The imports of hog products 
for the same period amounted ‘to 57,- 
575 pounds of fresh, chilled and frozen 
pork and 8,340,210 pounds of pork 
barreled in brine. During the same 


643,728 pounds—of fresh, chilled. and 
frozen* beef, and 996,837 pounds of 
beef salted in barrels. 
On the other hand, exports of some 
of these commodities are showing 
large increases. The trade in hams 
and bacon, which is now ‘being de- 
veloped with Great Britain, and to a 
less extent with the eastern. United 
States,- promises to become of stead» 
ily increasing importance. Packers 
now state that with a price of seven 
cent hogs to the farmers they can 
successfully compete’ with Denmarx 
in the British market. - Our export of 
hams and bacon to Great Britain and 
to the eastern United States during 
the first ten month: of 1914 amount- 
ed to. 19,526,384 pounds, and is now 
increasing rapidly month by month, 
The chief danger seen by the depart- 
ment of agriculture is in the deplet- 
ing of. the breeding supplies, and an 
education:l campaign to induce more 
widespread and vigorous efforts to- 
wards stock raisirg in all the prov- 
inces is now being undertaken.

When.the question was put to him, 
Mr. Carpenter hesitated a moment and 
then replied: “This is largely a grain 
growing county as yet.

But 
there is one man we can visit who 
broke away from the established cus- 
tom years ago and improved his farm 
growing cattle and hogs. I betieve he 
is the best farmer in the county.” 
So we:turned the car toward the farm 
of Abraham Paquin. x 

As his aame would imply, “the best 
farmer. in Red Lake county” is of 
French blood, one of a colony “of 
French-Canadians who emigrated to 
Minnesota in the early eighties and 
settled in Red Lake ‘and adjoining 
counties:;, Mr. Paquin has been on his 
present location for 31 years. When 
he first took up his homestead, his

And during 
the past year he sold 560 acres at an.

Mr. Paquin’s live stock operations 
have included the growing and feed- 
ing of beef cattle and the raising of 
hogs. He has tried dairy cattle but 
he likes the beef animal better. For 
years he carried from'60 to 100 head 
of this stock on his farm._He bought 
calves six months.to a year old from 
neighboring farmers, grew them on 
corn silage, shorts, chopped straw and 
chaff, and turned them off to market | ™ 
at a profit. He had no silo, but h 
grew from 30 to 50 acres of corn an 
stacked it in the barn. The hogs were 
carried over on flax chaff and chopped 
hay mixed wtih low grade flour, about 
one pound of. flour to each pig.

America’s Debt to Britain 


‘Dr. Charles Eliot Tellé Why He Sup- 
ports the Allies 

“All of the early practice of liberty 
and the teachings of John Milton 
about civil and religious liberty; the 
assurance, finally, that national effic- 
fency can be developed to a higher 
degree under free than under auto- 
cratic institutions.” 

Such, in the words of Charles W. 
Eliot, president emeritus of Harvard, 
is the debt wo owe to Britain, the rea- 
son for American sympathy with her 
in her present struggle. 

“I have received many letters ex- 
pressing displeasure at my stand in 
favor of the allies,” he said. “They 
ask me if I am an Englishman, and 
where I was born, and what. the 
British pay me, and what, also, we 
owe to Britain. So I have thought 
about our debt to Britain.” 

This debt, he gaid, lay in her prac-
